President Says He Was 
1,000 Off on Results 
in Georgia, Maryland. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—(4) 
President Roosevelt said» at his 
press conference today that he 
had predicted the results of Demo- 
cratic senatorial primaries in 
Maryland and Georgia. 

In each state, a’ candidate op- 
posed by the President was re- 
nominated — Senator Millard E. 
Tydings in Maryland and Senator 
George in Georgia. 

The President said that what he 
had read in the papers checked 
with what he had prognosticated, 
adding that he was off 1,000. He 
did not explain this figure. 

The President said that before 
the polls closed in New York to- 
night, he would hand someone a 
prediction of the result in the 
16th congressional district.

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LAWYERS GO BACK TO SCHOOL 

In an earnest desire to familiarize themselves 
with, and take advantage of, the new rules of 
civil procedure in the United States district 
courts, which became effective September 16, 
the lawyers of Atlanta have decided to go back 
to school. An institute for this purpose, spon- 
sored by the Atlanta Bar Association, in co- 
operation with the several law schools and 
bodies, will be held in the district court room 
September 30 and October 1. 


The necessity for new rules sprang from the 
restiveness of litigants, judges and lawyers— 
particularly the former—because of the length 
of time required in bringing cases to a con- 
clusion. Most of the delays have been attribut- 
able to technicalities in procedure to which 
years of usage had given the force of law. 
Thus simplification of the rules, which is ex- 
pected to reduce litigating time to a consider- 
able extent, was made permissive under an act 
of congress passed in June, 1934. 


It required four years to write the rules, but 
practically all technical forms in pleading and 
procedure have been abolished. That is, at the 
discretion of the lawyers. The old method of 
long-drawn-out bills of complaint may be dis- 
continued and a form of short, direct statement 
of facts substituted. To all intents and pur- 
poses there no longer will be a distinction be- 
tween equity and law in drawing complaints 
and petitions—the same court, the same judge, 
presiding in both forms of procedure, at the 
Same session. As another inducement to speed- 
up, questions of law may be thrashed out in 
conference before the case is actually brought 
into court for trial, thus eliminating much of 
the lengthy, and often expensive, legal dis- 
courses during court sessions. | 


One of the most confusing situations in 
court procedure, in the eyes of the litigant, al- 
ways has been the lack of demarcation, from 
the layman’s point of view, between equity and 
law. The line, which has never been visible to 
the litigant, was drawn more than 300 years ago 
in England after much controversy. Chief 
Justice Coke attempted to enlist the aid of King 
James I in forbidding the use of “equity,” but a 
committee, to which the matter was referred, 
reported in favor of the practice and it has been 
in operation ever since, 


Inasmuch as there were no fixed rules of 
equity to follow, as in the law, the principles 


were, at first, vague and ill-defined, seemingly . 


resting almost entirely upon the judgment of 


the “chancellor” who presided in equity cases. 
It was, therefore, necessary to make the rules 


as he went along—based on an equitable con- 
sideration of the points at issue. The old judges 
in the “law courts” were much amused at the 
new procedure, giving currency to that three- 
century-old “wise crack”—“equity is a roguish 
thing, varying with the length of the chancel- 
lor’s foot.” 

In time, however, these “variations” became 
as well defined as the rules of law. Equity, to- 
day, is as important in the administration of 
justice as the law. Between individuals, as an 
example, law, strictly speaking, has almost no 
preventive power. It redresses injuries only 
after they have occurred. Equity, however, may 
be utilized to restrain threatened wrongs, 
through injunction, thereby enabling parties to 
have their rights determined, or protected, be- 
fore an actual wrong or damage has been in- 
flicted. Furthermore, neither does “law” always 
give the parties exactly the things for which 
they have bargained. In case of a breach of 
contract, law gives only money damages for 
losses which follow. Equity, on the other hand, 
will force a party to perform a contractual ob- 
ligation, in such cases where money damages 
for its breach will not amount to actual per- 
formance. 


It is a merging of the two courts into one— 
a simplifying of procedure therein—which the 
new rules will eventually bring about. Un- 
doubtedly there will be a general speeding-up, 
but a complete success of the movement will 
depend almost entirely upon the willingness of 
judges and lawyers to make use of the privileges 
granted. It will be no simple matter to make a 
clean break from ancient methods, but once the 


ae 


‘advantages are manifest it is certain the new 
rules will fall into general use. 

The forthcoming school—a commendable 
undertaking—will be not only to familiarize 
practitioners with the new regulations, but to 
impress upon them the all around advantages 
to be had by wiping the old procedural slate 
clean, by forgetting precedents, by starting 
over. It should not be forgotten that the pri- 
mary purpose of the court is to ascertain the 
true rights of the parties at issue and to attain 
that end as quickly and as inexpensively as 
possible. 


SMASHING THE RACKETS 


Revelations coming out of the Hines trial in 
New York have awakened the people of that 
city as well as others to the advantage of smash- 
ing rackets, especially those known to be oper- 
ating under the tolerant eyes of the authorities. 
A feeling had devoleped that no great effort 
was being made by Tammany-controlled prose- 
cutors to stamp them out. They demanded ac- 
tion. Governor Herbert Lehman, a Democrat, 
decided to lay partisanship aside. He appointed 
Thomas E. Dewey, a Republican, as a special 
racket smasher. 

Regardless of the political implications 
which may attach to Dewey’s success or failure, 
one fact stands out: He struck a telling blow. 
Seventy racketeers—among them such well- 
known gentry as Lucky Luciano, the vice king; 
Tootsie Herbert, the crown prince in the poultry 
kingdom and the twin-emperors in the trucking 
racket, Dioguardia and Poumeri—are now in 
jail serving time. | 

As one night club operator put it: “This is 


the first time in my 15 years on Broadway it’s. 


been possible to open a night spot for yourself 
without having gangsters walk into your office 
and elect themselves your partners.” 

Merely as an example of power and afflu- 
ence among these gentlemen of the underworld, 
consider the case of 23-year-old John Dioguard- 
ia. Despite his youth, meager education and to- 
tal ignorance of the trucking business—except 
for filling crank cases with emery grease and 
setting trucks afire when owners refused to co- 
operate—he was dispatched to Washington to 
negotiate an NRA code with federal authorities 
for the “industry.” 

In addition to the vice, bootlegging, narcot- 
ics and “bug” rackets, thousands of honest 
businessmen have been forced to “co-operate” 
in spreading the good things of life among the 
gangsters. Those refusing have found them- 
selves with ruined stocks, wrecked plants and, 
in many cases, with illegal and unwarranted 
labor troubles. 

It is not to be contended, or expected, that 
racketeering will be made a thing of the past in 
New York city at one spectacular swoop. It is 
too well entrenched. But it certainly has been 
demonstrated there, as elsewhere, it can be 
stamped out if the people insist upon it. 

A never-ceasing vigilance regardless of po- 
litical affiliations—it will take fearless prose- 
cutors and judges to do it—and most of these 
racketeers, yellow at heart, will either go honest 
or go to jail. 


TOURISTS UNAFRAID 

A Europe seething with the threat of war 
does not scare tourist Americans into taking 
the first ship home to avoid the horror that 
might strike from the skies at any hour, Steam- 
Ship agencies report there have been no un- 
usual bookings by those vacationing in the lands 
debating the question of peace or war. . 

It may be that citizens of this country do 
not realize the extent of the danger through 
which they calmly wait and wander. This 
country has never been visited by the concen- 
trated viciousness of modern warfare and it is 
difficult to picture the actuality of the terror 
portrayed for theater-goers by the news reels. 
So the American characteristically goes walking 
blithely around the edge of the volcano. 

If war comes, an American feels assured that 
the strength of Uncle Sami will take him safely 
from the scene of battle and there will be 
nothing to worry about. Should war come, it is 
almost certain American vessels will be rushed 
across the sea to bring back all who will then 
clamor for removal from the danger areas—and 
there will not be any “safe” areas. This will 
mean danger to American ships, to American 
seamen and the added danger of American war- 
Ships in waters open to attack such as in the 
case of the U. S. S. Panay. 

The State Department cannot very well order 
all Americans to return to their home shores. 
It could refuse to guarantee their safety, but 
that would be but an empty gesture if citizens 
of this country were actually endangered, even 
though the warning had been issued.

There are 
areas in Poland with an equal de- 
mand on Hitler’s humane sympa- 
thies, But, taking things in order 
as they come, he is engaged now 
in conquering a strong natural line 
of military defense and seizing the 
rich territory just beyond it by 
indirect methods. 

The Sudeten area never was a 
part of Germany and contains 
many inhabitants whose fate as a 
minority in Hitler’s hands has been 
written in blood on every page of 
Nazi history. This same fate could 
well await American minorities in 
every area containing a settlement 
of Nazis, including, no doubt, sec- 
tions of New York city, Milwaukee, 
Cincinnati, St. Louis and Hoboken.

In the book he tells what he in- 
tends to do. It’s all there. Barring 
a few minor details, he has gone 
right along. He has gotten back 
the Ruhr.. He has gotten back the 
Rhine. He has re-armed. He has 
re-built his navy. He has torn up 
the treaty of Versailles. He has 
gotten Austria. 

I never could understand why 
the English always seemed so 
shocked and surprised. The man 
has put his plans into writing.

Last of Butler Slaves, 


112 Years Old, Dies 
BRUNSWICK, Ga., Sept. 20.— 
(P)—Liverpool Hazzard, last of 
the Butler plantation slaves, is 
dead. 

He was 112 years old, accord- 
ing to a slave inventory taken 
from the old plantation records 
which, in 1853, listed Hazzard as 
25 years old. 

He was one of the best known 
characters of McIntosh county, 
attracting attention chiefly by a 
yoke of oxen which hauled him 
about the highways. 

Hazzard served with the Con- 
federate forces in the Civil War. 
As a slave he was an oarsman 
for the plantation, thus escaping 
field work. 

Major Pierce Butler, who died 
in 1861, was Hazzard’s master at 
the plantation.

SEIDENBERG, German-Czecho- 
slovak Frontier, Wednesday, Sept.

Seidenberg, 10 miles south, of 
Goerlitz with Czechoslovakia on 
one side of its main street and 
Germany on the other, was the 
scene of an open battle early 
Tuesday, fought with blazing ma- 
chine guns after an alleged raid 
on German soil by a Czech mili- 
tary force. 

17 Men Shot. 

Seventeen men were in hospitals 
today, two of them so seriously 
wounded that they may dig, as a 
result of yesterday’s fighting. 

“On the German side all meas- 
ures have been taken to repulse an 
expected large-scale attack,” it 
was announced. 

Czech tanks were reported to 
have been brought up to the bat- 
tle-torn border and concealed in 
bushes and gulleys while the 
Czechoslovak army moved me- 
dium-caliber artillery into posi- 
tions, purportedly to bombard 
German territory.

Harry Latter, of New Orleans, 
Louisiana chairman; Professor 
Josiah Morse, of Columbia, South 
Carolina chairman, and Lee J 
Loventhal, of Nashville, Tennes- 
see thairman. 

Governor Herbert H. Lehman, 
of New York; Rabbi Jonah B. 
Wise, of New York, and William 
Rosenwald, who are officials ‘of 
the joint distribution committee, 
are co-sponsors of the regional 
conference in Atlanta. 

Leaders plan to form a perma- 
nent southern organization of the 
joint distribution committee to 
keep southern Jews informed of 
the committee’s work in recon- 
structing wrecked lives of Jews 
in foreign lands. . 

Nationally known speakers at

§2 Per Cent Would Reorganize Under ‘Conservative’ and 


‘Liberal’ Headings, an 
Deal’s

NEW YORK, Sept. 20.—One of 
the issues basic to the recently at- 
tempted New Deal purge was 
President Roosevelt’s avowed in- 
tention to make the Democratic 
party the “liberal” party. The 
emphasis he placed on the con- 
servative-liberal issue pointed pos- 


sibly to the day when Liberal and 
Conservative parties niay take the 
place of the Republican and Dem- 
ocratic labels. 

How far is the public willing to 
go along with Roosevelt in recon- 
stituting the political parties of to- 
day? 

A study just completed among a 
cross-section of persons listed in 
“Who’s Who in America,” catalog 
of prominent leaders, shows a 
slight majority in favor of giving 
up our present parties and having 
new ones along the liberal-conser- 
vative line. 

Among the general voting pop- 
ulation, on the other hand, the 
idea of forming new parties has 
met with resistance for several 
years, as indicated by surveys 
conducted up to last summer. 

The poll of persons listed in 
“Who’s Who,” which was con- 
ducted by the American Institute 
of Public Opion, asked: 

“Do you think the time has 
come to give up our two present 
political parties and have two new 
ones, one for Conservatives, the 
other for Liberals?”

Oil, 


Does More Harm Than Good 


By Dr. William Brady. 


The common notion, cherished 
by some old time doctors as well 
as laity, that castor oil is soothing 
to inflammation and hence all 
right to give in any acute abdom- 
inal trouble, is utterly wrong. In 
fact castor oil is an irritant, pro- 
duces its cathartic effect chiefly 
by irritation of the stomach and 
bowel, and is just as harmful or 
even dangerous in the presence of 
acute bellyache as is any other 
laxative or cathartic. 

An acute digestive disturbance, 
whether accompanied with colic, 
pain or just vague distress and 
tension must always be regarded 
as possible appendicitis, and 
therefore it is dangerous for the 
patient to take any kind of laxa- 
tive or cathartic until the question 
of appendicitis is definitely set- 
tled. Administration of a physic 
in the early stage of appendicitis 
increases the chance of rupture 
and general peritonitis ensuing, 
whefher operation is done or not. 
Therefore the warning should be 
pasted in the medicine cupboard: 
Laxatives are Bad Medicine for 
Bellyache. 

Castor oil is good medicine for 
external use. Being somewhat sol- 
uble in alcohol a few drops of it 
will improve hair tonic or dan- 
druff lotions which leave scalp or 
hair too dry. 

A drop of castor oil in the eye 
will relieve the irritation caused by 
sand or by granular lids. 

A mixture of equal parts of cas- 
tor oil, olive oil and lanolin may 
be used with advantage by prin- 
ters and other workers whose 
hands are much exposed to chem- 
icals, solvents and harsh cleaning 
agents. Apply a few drops to skin 
of hands and arms before begin- 
ning work for the day, and again 
— cleaning up at the end of the 

ay. 


Altogether castor oil has prob- 
ably done much more harm than 
good in the world. It has con- 
tributed much to the repugnance 
for medicine on the part of sick 
children and to the suspicion or 
fear of the doctor on the part of 
everybody. Of course there are 
ways to disguise the nauseous 
taste of castor oil and tricks of 
administering it so that a dose 
may be taken without breaking 
any commandments. But for the 
life of me I can’t understand why 
any youngster who doesn’t -par- 
ticularly care for castor oil on his 
pancakes or on his’ stomach 
should take any. Please put this 
in the medicine cupboard too. 

Of course a sick doctor is a fool 
to try to doctor himself. If I were 
sick I’d submit to the care of a 
well doctor, and.if he prescribed a 
beaker of castor oil and maybe a 
nice big dose of calomel and care- 
ful protection against drafts I’d 
take it all without argument or 
else I’d fire the doctor and call in 
an up-to-date man. For I suppose 
as long as oldwives’ tales are told 
some doctors will continue to pre- 
scribe castor oil and for all I 
know there may be honest, well- 
meaning practitioners still giving 
calomel.

The Safest Way 
To Avoid a 


Finesse 
By Harold Sharpsteen. 


The throw-in is most frequently 
employed as the safest means of 
avoiding a finesse. 

It is a type of end-play that 
can be employed by declarer at 
either suit or no-trump contracts 
where an extra trick must be 
created. Properly executed, oppo- 
nents are helpless to defend them- 
selves as in the case of the squeeze 
play, but throw-ins rarely occur 


by accident. 
At suit contracts, the throw-in 


is relatively simple. Declarer gen- 
erally strips his own hands down 
to two suits, retaining a trump 
card in both his own hand and 
dummy. He is not concerned 
which opponent is thrown in the 


lead. 
TWO-WAY FINESSE. 


At no-trump, one definite -op- 
ponent must be stripped of all 
exit cards before being thrown 
into the lead, which frequently 
calls for close card “counting” on 
the part of declarer and some 
preliminary planning. 

Probably the simpliest illustra- 
tion of the underlying principles 
of the throw-in presents itself in 
the following artificially set up 
situation, 


South has a two-way finesse in 
spades. If West holds the missing 
Queen, South should finesse to 
dummy’s King-Ten. If East holds 
the Spade Queen, the finesse 
should be taken up to South’s 
Ace-Jack. 

If South must open the suit it 
is nothing more or less than a 
50-50 guess. But, if either op- 
ponent is first to open the suit, 
declarer has no guess for he will 
be presented with an automatic 
finesse. 

LET OPPONENTS LEAD. 

When South leads the Heart 
deuce, he does not care which op- 
ponent holds the commanding 
heart so long as he will be re- 
quired to return a spade, for he 
is assured of three spade tricks. 

By careful planning and watch- 
ing the fall of the cards, declarer 
can actually make sure opponents 
will hold no more cards in any 
other suit to lead back except the 
spade suit. 

Eliminating the thought of a 
possible end-play for the moment, 
it is well to remember that when 
holding a two-way finesse, it is 
usually a good idea to spar around 
a bit. Maybe opponents will open 
the suit and save the necessity 
of making any finesse at all 

Otherwise you may be required 
to force them into opening the 
suit for you by means of a throw- 
in play.

More good dispositions are ruin- 
ed by a lack of vitamins than by 
a lack of calories. . . And if 
your diet does not support your 
disposition, it does not safeguard 
your health. The best protection 
for both is in a diet that is op- 
timum, not. one that is merely 
adequate. 

Ordinarily, it is no special trick 
to-secure the vitamins, minerals 
and protein making up the opti- 
mum diet in the form of food. 
This becomes more difficult, how- 
ever, as the means are restricted 
on a reducing diet. For example, 
the very low calorie diet is neces- 
sarily limited in fats, which con- 
tain the essential Vitamins A and 
D, 


the equally essential Vitamin B. 
One of the most interesting 
dietary experiments ever conduct- 
ed was at the famous Mayo Clinic.

In these experiments the daily 
diet was reinforced with concen- 
trates as follows: Vitamin A and 
D were given in codliver oil. (It 
was suggested, however, that one 
capsule of a preparation of halibut 
oil with viosterol would be equal- 
ly effective.) The calcium and 
phosphorus were supplied in cal- 
cium phosphate in the amounts of 
two level teaspoonfuls daily. Six 
| Vitaman B yeast tablets were giv- 
‘en daily. As a source of Vitamin 
'C, citrus fruits and tomatoes or 
cabbage were given daily. 

The diet itself containued the 


optimum amount of protein—70 
grams being used daily, together 
with 12 grams of fat, and 40 
grams of carhohydrates. 

You should not, of course, at- 
tempt such a rigorous diet on your 
own initiative. Any reducing pro- 
gram of this kind should be car- 
ried on only at a clinic, or under 
the direction of your physician. 
The diet is included at the end of 
today’s article. If you follow it, 
be sure to supplement the menus 
with the vitamin and mineral con- 
centrates. You will find a more 
detailed report of the experiments 
in any medical library in the “In- 
ternational Clinics, 1933” reported 
by Russell M. Wilder, M. D.

William Allen White Says 
They Must Give To Pre- 
serve Democracy. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—() 
William Allen White, Emporia 
(Kan.) editor, declared tonight in- 
dustry and labor each must “give 
a little” for the sake of industrial 
peace or face the loss of their 
democratic privileges. 

“It is easy to get out and fight 
a futile war to save democracy,” 
White said in a speech prepared 


for delivery at an _ international 
meeting of business managers, 
“put it will be hard for us, harder 
even than war for all of us, work- 
ers, investors, consumers, to make 
in peace those inevitable compro- 
mises that are needed to guarantee 
the maintenance of free institu- 
tions. This hour has no time for 
the man who refuses to compro- 
mise even 'to his own hurt. 

“If these problems enter gov- 
ernment too closely and directly 
related to the ballot box, the so- 
lution of the pending problem is 
bungled and democracy is men- 
aced.” : 

Speaking for business, Lewis H. 
Brown, president of the Johns- 
Manville Corporation, proposed 
that management adopt a “creed” 
to show its intent to the American 
people. 

He said it should assert ... that 
business, labor, government and 
agriculture together can provide 
jobs without loss “of our liberty 
and rights as free men.” 

Robert J. Watt, representative 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor, told the meeting that labor 
wanted to be recognized as the 
partner of capital in production, 
as the customer of capital in dis- 
tribution and “as the majority 
voice in a political democracy and 
as the substantial center of our 
community life.” 


U. 9. RURAL PRODUCE 
SHOWS EXPORT GAIN 


Agricultural Products Fea- 


ture in American Foreign 
Trade. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 20—(P) 
The Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States reported today that 
a big increase in exports of agri- 
cultural products was the “distin- 
guishing feature” of American 
foreign trade during the first six 
months of this year. 

Exports of crude foodstuffs, it 
said, rose from $23,378,000 in the 
first half of 1937 to a total of 
$152,090,000 this year, an increase 
of 550 per cent. 

“Agricultural exports were the 
mainstay of our commerce,” it 
said. “Whereas a year ago, indus- 
trial exports were the main source 
of strength.” 

For the same periods, total ex- 
ports gained from $1,536,000,000 
to $1,592,000,000, an increase of 3.6 
per cent. While imports fell by 
41.8 per cent from $1,621,794,000 to 
$943 ,315,000.
